I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my 
Annual  report  for  the  year  ending  the  31st  December,  1955; 
which  includes  a section  Icindly  supplied  bj/  the  Canitaiy 
Inspector  & Surveyor. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  general  hea?i.th  of  the 
people  resident  in  the  urbfin  district  has  been  satisfactory. 

The  incidence  of  Infectious  Diseases  was  higher  tluis  year  than 
last  year;  the  increase  being  chiefly  in  respect  of  cases  of 
Pneumonia  - 20  such  cases  occurred  during  the  first  three  months 
of  the  year,  v/hen  upper  resi^irat.  ry  infection  was  prevalent, 

I an  pleased  to  report  again  that  there  has  been 
no  case  of  Diphtheria  in  the  district;  but  I would  once  more 
stress  the  importaice  of  all  children  receiving  adequate 
protection  ageanst  this  disease  before  the  child  reaches  the 
age  of  one  year.  At  the  time  of  v/riting,  children  may  be 
vaccinated  at  the  age  of  3 months  and  receive  innoculations 
against  both  Miooping  Cougii  and  Dixohtheria  at  the  age  of  A, 

5 and  6 months. 

With  regard  to  the  statisctics  of  the  area:  the 
estimated  mid-year  population  increased  by  20  over  1954  end 
the  number  of  births  was  the  sariic  as  last  year.  The  death 
rate  sho^^od  a.  decrease  from  11,2  in  1954  to  9.7  in  1955?  nnd 
j-u-  average  ago  of  death  v/as  73.1  for  the  males  and  77.9  fon 
the  lemalss  - iras  tJie  highest  so  far  reached,  and  is 

higher  than  the  ages  for  the  coujitry  as  a whole. 

I should  again,  like  to  thank  all  members  of  tho 
Councj,!  and  the  staff  for  their  help,  co-operation  and 
supjport  given  to  me  during  the  year,

As  in  the  preceding  year  the  most  prevalent  causes  of 
death  v/ere  diseases  of  the  heart;  22.  cases  (29.7^),  vascular 
lesions  of  the  nervous  system  (cerebral  hcLemorrhage , thrombosis 
etc.,)  caused  18  deaths  (2ii..3fo)  and  Cancer  1?  deaths  (23^). 

One  case  of  accident:il  death  \/as  recorded,  a male  aged  79 
years  who  died  from  peripheral  circulatory  failure,  due  to  a 
fracture  of  the  shaft  of  the  left  femur  ( fall  out  of  bed) . 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  no  deaths  from  motor  vehicle 
a.ccidents  -vrere  recorded. 

One  case  of  suicide  occurred,  a female  aged  69  years,  who 
died  from  coal  gas  poisoning,  whilst  the  balance  of  her  mind  was 
disturbed.

YJhen  necessary,  arrangements  can  be  imde  for  the  admission 
of  a premature  baby  and  its  mother  to  the  nearest  maternity  unit, 
in  this  case  the  Royal  Devon  & Exeter  Hospital,  Exeter  where  there 
are  5 cots  available. 

(h)  DIHIPHERIA  Hvli'IUNISiiDION 


During  1955,  23  children  received  initial  immxmisation  and 
38  v/ere  given  reinforcing  injections. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  iiraTAanisation  scheme  has  now 
(at  the  time  of  writing)  been  extended  to  include  immunisation 
against  Ythooping  Cou^  and  Poliomyelitis.  The  present  practice 
is  to  offer  vaccination  against  Smallpox  at  the  age  of  3 months, 
and  to  give  the  three  injections  of  the  comibined  Diphtheria  and 
Whooping  Cough  immunisations  at  4,  5 and  6 months  of  age. 

Boostiiig  doses  are  still  required  against  Diphtheria  at  the 
ages  of  5 years  and  10  years.

WiHIR  SUPPLY 

The  total  quantity  of  water  pumped  during  the  year  1955 
was  71,847,800  gallons.  This  compares  with  68,821,600  gallons 
for  the  previous  year,  the  increase  being  due  to  building 
activities  and  to  a fine  sununer  season, 

(a)  Source  of  Supply 

The  source  is  a veiy  deep  spring  vfhich  rises  in  a well  at 
the  Kersbrook  Pumping  Station,  and  the  characteristics  of  the 
water  have  reimainod  unciianged  since  it  was  first  submitted  for 
examination  by  the  Public  Analyst  over  40  years  ago.  The  distri- 
bution system  is  divided  iito  three  levels;  the  high  level  being 
fed  from  a reservoir  of  60,000  gallons  capacity  situate  at  the 
Flagstaff;  the  middie  level  having  a reservoir  of  240,000  gallons 
capacity  and  situated  at  Sherbrook  Chine,  whilst  the  low  level 
has  a reservoir  of  150,000  gallons  capacity  situate  at  the  Crabpot. 
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A second  deep  spring  at  Tidwell  has  been  piped  to  Kersbrook, 

The  pumping  plant  consists  of  six  electrically  driven 
centrifugal  pumps,  and  one  standby  oil-driven  triple  ram  pump. 

(b)  Quantity 


All  domestic  properties  are  connected  to  the  main  water 
supply.  During  the  year  36  new  dwellings  were  connected  to 
the  main  water  supply,

14.  RODEMT  COmOL 

During  the  year  1,116  baits  were  laid  on  45  premises 
resulting  in  223  casualties  amongst  the  rats.  Pour  small  block- 
controlled  schemes  v/ere  carried  out,  and  there  were  49  visits  to 
Food  Shops.  Two  firms  employ  specialist  rat  catchers. 

15.  DRAJPAGE  AiO  SEbURAGE 

Diuring  the  year,  36  nev/  dwellings  were  connected  to  the 
main  sev/er.  All  sewage  is  discharged  into  the  sea  between  certain 
times  of  the  day  - one  houi'  after  higli  wrater,  and  one  hour  before 
low  v/ater,  and  continues  to  ■’unction  very  satisfactorily.  The 
outfall  is  at  Otter  Head,  which  is  in  the  St  Thomas  Rural  District. 
41  new  drains  were  tested  during  the  period. 

16.  HOUSE  REFUSE 

House  refuse  is  collected  once  weekly. 

Large  hotels  and  boarding  houses  are  dealt  v/ith  twice 
weekly.  Arrangements  are  also  made  for  the  collection  of  trade 
refuse. 

The  controlled  tip  at  South  Road  has  been  well  maintained 
and  is  treated  regularly  for  the  control  of  rats. 

A small  income  is  received  from  the  sale  of  waste  paper, 
rags  and  scra.p  metal.

On  the  Bedlands  Estate,  sixteen  tv/o~bedroomed  and 
fourteen  tiiree-bedroomed  houses  have  been  completed  and 
occupied  during  the  year.  Six  private  houses  have  also 
been  built,  and  one  private  house  has  been  converted  into 
two  flats. 

The  Council  now  o\'vn  fovu*  housing  estates,  namely; 

Meadow  Road,  Brook  Road,  Moormead  and  Bedlands,  and  the  work 
of  supervising  the  maintenance  of  same  has  increased  steadily 
during  the  past  fev/  years. 

18.  REPAIRS  AND  RENTS  ACT,  1954 

In  accordance  v^rith  Sections  1 and  9 of  the  Act,  a figure 
of  30  unfit  houses  has  been  submitted  to,  and  provisionally 
approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government.  Pour 
of  the  properties  concerned,  have  been  acquired  for  deinolition 
by  the  local  authority.

Samples  of  milk  have  been  submitted  to  the  County  Public 
Health  Laboratory  for  examination  under  the  methylene  blue 
keeping  test. 

The  nimaber  of  retailers  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  1933 
was  four,  this  being  a reduction  over  the  previous  year,  due  to 
more  centralisation.  On  October  1st,  1934,  the  Milk  (Special 
Designations)  ("Specified  Areas)  (No,  2)  Order  1934  came  into 
force,  since  when  only  specitilly  designa.ted  milk  has  been  sold 
iii  the  Urban  District, 

20.  ICE  CRE/iM 

Samples  of  ice  cream  have  been  submitted  to  the  County 
Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination  under  the  methylene 
blue  keeping  test.  Not  all  samples  passed  as  Grade  I,  This  is 
probably  due  to  iranufactixrers  not  sending  out  their  stocks  strictly 
according  to  date  of  manufacture,  v/ith  the  I’esult  that  some  ice 
cream  nay  become  "stale"  in  store. 

There  are  fifteen  ice  cream  retailers  in  the  tovm,  their 
products  being  manufactixred  by  the  firms  of  Nalls,  Eldorado, 

Lyons  and  Mcddocream.
